In paragraph 3 
of that resolution, the Council requested me to re-establish in consultation with the 
Security Council Committee established pursuant to resolution 751 (1992) 
concerning Somalia, within 30 days from the date of the adoption of resolution 1724

paragraph 3 of resolution 1558 (2004), with a mandate to carry out the tasks set 
forth in paragraphs 3 (a) to (i) of resolution 1724 (2006).

Joel Salek (Colombia)
